The erew launched the largest life raft 
and the passenger*, with life preservers, 
stood ready to pet on. when the raft 
suddenly struck'the hull of the boat 
and was pounded to pieces. A second 
ife raft nut over by the crow was also

CLUNG TO SCANTLING 13 HOURS. 
LEWEP, Del-, Sept. 17,—Captain Abe 


Chandler and Mate L. P. Kelson of the 
sunken tug Spartan were landed here 
today by the steam pilot Philadelphia, 
The tug in the height of the gale yester- 
day let go of three barges, Treverton, 
Preston and Hammond, which she had 
in tow. At the same time heavy seas 
washed from her decks nil movable ma- 
terials including .1 large hawser which 
caught in the wheel of the tug, making 
her unmanageable. She filled und sank. 


Tho crew were wnshed overboard and 


all clung to such objects as coul'd be 
caught. Captain Chandler 
secured

In other word?, while 
business in all lines is tooming and the 
evidences of prosperity are to ba Been 
on every side, no amount of talk frcjm 
tho rostrum or platform will convince 
the people that conditions are as bad as 
the governor paints them, or score them 
into the belief that unless they delegate 
the governor to save them from the op- 
pression and discrimination of the rail- 
roads they will rue the day they failed 
to follow his a^lvice. In advocating the 
adoption of the pri'mnry law the gover- 
nor had a plan which appealed to indi- 
•iduals as promising n. destrabic charge 
rom conditions which were really objcc- 
ionablc to a large number of voters ol 
he state, but the same condition doei 
not prevail in regnrd to the freight rate 
ituation and tiio governor's pleadings 
will therefore fail of their desired pur- 
pose.

La Follette Declares Railroad 


Freight Rates the Burning

SUBSTANCE OF ADDRESS 


AT OJSEIDA COUNTY FAIR 


Claims That Manufacturers Receive 


Secret Freight Rebates But De- 


clares ItCauuot be Proven— 


Consumers Pay the Bills. 


, TO?. Sept. 1-1.—Gov- 


ernor La Folletto addressed several bun- 
dred people at. the Oiiqulu county fair 
today and in the speech of introduction 
D. B. Steven*, clecliirert: "We arc going 
on uid nominato and elect Robert M. La. 
Follette for governor of this state until 
the voice of tho people is heeded and we 
will keep kim there until wo send him 
Up to the United States sennte." 


During these remarks the governor 


displayed un iraimpaBsive couiiteimnce. 


"The railroads," he anid, "are levying 


a tax on what the people produce and 
tho people have, a right to 
question 


whether that tax is reasonable' because 
oi tho gratuities and great powers grant- 
ed to the railroads." Tho burning ques- 
tion of today, the governor naid, was 
tho assertion of the rights of the people 
and on this declaration he bnsed an ex- 
posilio 
of interstate commerce regula- 


tions and legislation. 
Tho mention of 


President Roosevelt's name in praise of 
the president's attitude toward trusts 
nnd the recommendations of the inter- 
state commerce commission was applaud- 
ed more than anything 
else 
in 
the 


speech. Congress, the governor declared, 
waa shackled by the railroud influence 
and had failed to put the spark of life 
into interstate cpmmorce legislation. 


Turning his attention to affairs of s. 


local nature, the governor said that the 
overcharge by the railroads for trans- 
portation amounts to'throe times what 
tho taxes were on the farm lands. Speak- 
ing of manufacturing, he said that some 
manufacturers were getting concessions 
in violation of tho law which have some- 
thing to do -with their opposition to a 
railroad commission. The. fact that they 
are getting concessions, lie . said, could 
not be proved because they wore given 
in secret. 


The governor snid in part: 


• "Tlio carload rates per 100 pounds on 


barley, corn, oats, and 
ryo 
between 


Rhinclander and Milwaukee is 13 cents. 
For a like service in Iowa it 
is 9.02 


cents. Under these rates a carload of 
80,000 pounds would cost i?39 in Wis- 
consin and 20.70 in Iowa. The Wiscon- 
sin rate of 13 cents por 100 pounds is 
equal to 4.16 cents per bushel for oat", 
The Iowa rate oi 0.96 cents per 100 
pounds for oats is equal to 3.07 cents 
per bushel. According to this the "Wis- 
consin rate is $1-00 prr bushel higher 
thnn the Iowa rate. The excess per 
luishel com™ out of the profits of the 
farmers and reduces their net earnings 
to this extent. The effect of this reduc- 
tion in net earnings in turn is to lower 
the value of tho land. 


"By how much, then, is the value of 


the land reduced through this excessive 
freight charge? The question is not dif- 
ficult to answer. Iu 1000 you had in tins 
county C28 acres of oats, the yield from 
which amounted to 21,360 bunhcls, or 
about 3-', bushels to the acre. Tnke this 
yield pev acre of 34 bushels and multiply 
the same by the excess in the 
freight 


charges per bushel in Wisconsin, which 
is $1.00, and you will obtain the average 
Joss in net earnings per acre ut G per 
cent, wo obtain tho sum of i?G.l(i. This 
Bum is the amount by which your pro- 
fit is reduced in ralun through excessive 
freight rates. 


"Your average loss per acre seeded to 


oats through 
discriminations 
agninst 


you in freight rates amounted to about 
3T cents. This is equal to more than 
three times the average annual tax per 
r.crc for tho land in this county. In 1001 
for instance, tho total amount of tho 
town, county and state tax paid by the 
land in this oouuty, outside of that for 
vlUngo and city lots, amounted to about 
$70,000, Tho acreage, on which this was 
•nscsscd amounted to 571,62?.

The panic stricken passengers fled to 


the upper deck, where they sought re- 
fuge in the cabins and the women be- 
came hysterical. The 
pilot was still 


trying to turn about, when a sudden 
gust of wind tore off the entire roof of 
the upper deck, leaving only the pilot 
house. 


When the roof went off the boat was 


lifted half out of the water. The strain 
was so great that it tore off the rudder 
and when she settled down again in the 
trough of the sea she was perfectly help- 
less. 


Realizing that they wore at the mer- 


cy of the storm the sailors as a last re-' 
sort, made a determined effort' to get an 
anchor down to hold the head of the 
steamer to the storm. • No sooner had 
they done so than the chain snapped. 
Tho steamer was fast being driven to- 
ward Shelving Hock, one of the most 
-dangerous shoals on 
the 
Connecticut 


shore. The passengers wore ordered to 
put on life preservers and be ready to 
board the life rafts. 


A scene of wild confusion followed. 


The crew launched the largest life raft 
and the passengers, with life preservers, 
stood ready to get on, when the raft 
suddenly struck the hull of the boat 
and was pounded to pieces. A second 
life raft put over by tho crew was also 
dostroyed. 


This left only one small boat of any 


description on the steamer and it was 
no small that Captain McDonald was

Congress at Ogden-^A 


Flood of Resolutions 


Presented. 


N, Utah, Sept. 16.—Methods of 


colonization of the vast' arable dis- 
tricts of the west and the legal aspect 
of the whole question of irrigation and 
the existing land laws were the subjects 
scheduled to came before the National 
Irrigation congress at today's sessions. 
The first named subject, was expected 
to take up the entire morning session 
as besides Commander Booth. Tucker, of 
the Salvatjon Army who was to deliver 
the principal address on the subject, & 
dozen speakers including western rail- 
road officials, governors, senators and 
congressmen from a number of states 
were expected to meet in formal talks 
on how to best bring people to the 
newly irrigated lands and make them 
profitable. 


After the afternoon session the desert 


land act which was attacked by Presi- 
dent Clark in his address yesterday was 
to ba defended by Congressman Frank 
Mondell, of Wyoming, and here if any- 
where division on one of the great prob- 
lems to come before tho congress was 
expected. 
Discussion of thj« question 


waa quite free among the delegates be- 
fore the congress met this morning, with 
the sentiment apparently evenly divided 
as to whether or not the congress should 
recommend the repeal of the 
Desert 


Land act, and apparently the fight will 
be a sharp one. 


Belated delegates still continue to ar- 


rive, mostly from the nearby western 
states and the number of delegates has 
now exceeded all precedent or expecta- 
tion. 


A delegation of nearly a hundred from 


Idaho arrived last night and this morn- 
ing, making nearly 200 present from 
that pioneer irrigating state. 


The seating capacity of the taberna- 


•cle is .totally inadequate and it is prob- 
able that arrangements for some other 
hall will be made. 


The fight for the 1904 congress is 


growing exceedingly 
lively, with the 


newly launched Boise boom developing 
rapidly. 
This morning the fight seemed 


to have narrowed down to Boise and El 
Paso. 


Immediately after 
the congress was 


called to order Senator Carey of Wyom- 
ing, chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed last year to consider the advisability 
of. consolidation with the trans-Mississ- 
ippi congress reported against such ac- 
tion, recommending that the JJational 
Irrigation congress be maintained and 
its sessions annually be hold. The rec- 
ommendation was adopted unanimously. 


Ten minutes were then set aside for 


the reading and introduction of resolu- 
tions, and a flood of them came in. They 
included resolutions for statehood for 
New Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma, for 
the protection of water sheds supplying 
municipalities with water to permit the 
entry and location of coal Innds on for- 
est reserves nnd petitioning congress to 
repeal the Ken land provision of the for- 
est reservation law nnd that private 
lands irj forest reserves should be pur- 
chased or acquired by condemnation. 


A long resolution was introduced by 


George H. Maxwell, chairman of the Na- 
tional 
Irrigation association, favoring 


the recommendaiions contained in Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's telegrams of yester- 
day for the preservation of the forests, 
favoring the immediate repeal of 
the 


desert land act, the timber and stone act 
and the commutation clause of 
the 


homestead act. The 
resolutions were 


very explicit and were heartily applaud- 
ed by the delegates.

er the health department of that.eity 
examined milk for germs of disease. Of- 
ficer Christiansen left 
for Milwaukee 


with the samples of milk this afternoon. 


Dr. Buchan stated that the man who 


peddled this milk ha.d been sick.•some 
time past and then Us wife was taken 
sick, but he did not understand that 
they suffered from typhoid fever. 
The 


board he said, was determined to ascer- 
tain if the disease was caused by tlie 
consumption of this mflk and if 
such 


proved to be the case the cows would 
be condemned and the feed given them 
examined. 


An expert on typhoid fever and other 


diseases states that contamination 
of 


milk by germs of disease is the danger- 
ous form. Some infectious diseases at- 
tack animals anfl man alike, and if a 
cow is suffering from one of these she is 
a menace, not only to the whole herd, 
but to persons who consume her pro- 
ducts, for her milk may readily act as 
a carrier of germs to the consumer. 
It 


has been found that in certa'n diseases, 
especially when tho udder is affected, the 
germ may be in tho milk at the time-it 
is drawn, then no amount of protection 
after milking will assure freedom from 
disease producing bacteria. Tuberculo- 
sis, of consumption is the disease that is 
most common and most to be feared. 


An authority holds that diptheria may 


similnrily be transmitted from the cow 
to tho milk consumer, and this seems 
to'be true of scarlet fever or to closely 
allied diseases. 
But the roost Impor- 


tant disease whose germs enter the milk 
from external sources is typhoid fe- 
ver. 
Numerous outbreaks of typhoid 


fever have been reported where there 
was no doubt about the milk supply be-

above who have filed first, or with those 
down stream who have filed before 
some of those further up the stream. As 
the wants are filled, by those possessing 
the rights first, tire overflow passes on 
down, or if there is no 
overflow 
the 


wants are first supplied, then the stream 
is permitted to flow on. With the flood 
waters things arc expedited naturally. 


But the ever increasing needs of ir- 


rigation will impell before a great while 
the different states to inaugurate dif- 
ferent proceedings. These water rights 
so called must be terminated and the 
flow of such streams as will give water 
for irrigation purposes impartially dealt 
out. 


This same question as to the citizens 


of one state using lip the available v/a 
tor in the stream is coming^up between 
Mexico and this country, it being claim- 
ed the bed of title Rio Grande is so de 
plcted before it reaches Mexican terri 
tory, the stream is worthless for irriga- 
tion purposes. Texas is also concerned 
in this matter as the stream forms the 
border line between the two countries.

over last year of over 16 per cent. Of 
those who have donated to the church 
appear the names of Helen Gould, Dr.

Harvey gave $1,000. The most impor- 
tant donations were those of $5,000 to 
Nnshota seminary and $400 to Kemper 
hall.

SUBSTANCE OP ADDRESS 


AT ONEIDA COUNTY FAIR 


Claim* That Mannfactnrei-8 Receive 


Secret Freight Rebates But De- 


clares It Cannot be Proven— 


Consumers Pay the Bills. 


RHINELANDER, WIs. Sept. 14.—Gov- 


ernor La Foliette addressed several hun- 
dred people at.the Orieida county fair 
today and in the speech of introduction 
D. B. Stevens, declared: "We are going 
on and nominate and elect Bobert M. La 
Foliette for governor of this state until 
the voice of the people is .heeded and we 
will keep him there until .we send him 
up to the United States senate." 


During these remarks 
the 
governor 


displayed an uuiinpassivc countenance. 


"The railroads," he said, "arc levying 


a tax on what the people produce and 
the people have a right to 
question 


whether that tax is reasonable because 
of the gratuities and great powers grant- 
ed to the railroads." The burning ques- 
tion of today, the governor said, was 
the assertion of the rights of the people 
nnd on this declaration he based an ex- 
position of interstate commerce regula- 
tions and legislation. The mention of 
President Roosevelt's name in praise of 
the president's attitude toward trusts 
nnd the recommendations of the inter- 
state commerce commission was applaud- 
ed more than anything 
else 
in 
the 


speech. Congress( the governor declared, 
was shackled by the railroad influence 
nnd had failed to put the spark of life 
into interstate epmmerce legislation. 


Turning his attention to affairs of a 


local nature, the governor said that the 
overcharge by the railroads for trans- 
portation amounts to-'three times what 
the taxes were on the farm lands. Speak- 
ing of manufacturing, he said that some 
manufacturers were getting concessions 
in violation of the law which have some- 
thing to do -with their opposition to a 
railroad commission. The fact that they 
are getting concessions, he . said, could 
not be proved because they were given 
in secret. 


The governor said in part: 
.•"The carload rates per 100 pounds on 


barley, corn, oats, and rye 
between 


Rhinelandor and Milwaukee is 13 cents. lv- 
for a like service in Iowa it 
is 
D.92 


cents. Under these rates a carload of 
80,000 pounds would cost $39 in Wis- 
consin and 29.76 in Iowa. The Wiscon- 
sin rate of 13 cents per 100 pounds is 
equal to 4.16 cents per bushel for oats. 
The Iowa rate oi 9.96 cents per 100 
pounds for oats is equal to 3.07 cents 
per bushel. 
According to this the Wis- 


consin rate is $1.00 per bushel higher 
than the Iowa rate. The excess per 
bushel comes out of the profits of the 
farmers and reduces their net earnings 
to this extent. The effect of this reduc- 
tion in net earnings in turn is to lower 
the value of the land. 


"By how much, then, is the value of 


the land reduced through this excessive 
freight charge? The question is not dif- 
ficult to answer. la 1900 you had in this 
county 028 acres of oats, the yield from 
which amounted to 21.360 bushels, or 
•bout 3-': bushels to the acre. Take this 
yield per acre of 34 bushels and multiply 
the same by the excess in the 
freight 


charges per bushel in Wisconsin, which 
is $1.09, and you will obtain the average 
loss in net earnings per aero at 6 per 
cent, we obtain the sum of $6.10. This 
sum is the amount by which your pro- 
fit is reduced in value through excessive 
freight rates. 


"Your average loss per acre seeded to 


oats through 
discriminations 
against 


you in freight rates amounted to abovit 
37 cents. This is equal to more than 
three times the average annual tax per 
ecre for the land in this county. In 15)01 
for instance, the total amount of the 
town, county and state tax paid by the 
land in this county, outside of that for 
•village and city lots, amounted to about 
$70,000. The acreage on which this was 
assessed amounted to 571,628. 


"Owing to differences in the classifica- 


tion tho class rates in Wisconsin and Il- 
linois are not comparable. The rates 
on merchandise, 
however, 
are 
much 


lugher in Wisconsin. In order to give 
you c few illustrations of the situation 
in this respect I have made up tables 
comparing the rates on various articles 
in the grocery and hardware lines, and 
also of other.-goods from Milwaukee to 
Rhinelonder, Tvith the rates on like arti- 
cles a little distance away from Chicago 
in Illinois. 


"On thirty-throe articles of groceries, 


when shipped in smaller quantities, the 
average rate from Milwaukee to Ehine- 
landur is found to be 38.83 cents per 100 
pounds. On like articles a like distance 
from Chicago in Illinois the average rate 
is 25.35 cents, an excess for Wisconsin 
of 52.39 per cent. On this basis a, ship- 
ment that will cost $10 in Illinois will 
cost $lff.SO in Wisconsin. 


"On twenty-six articles in the hard- 


ware line, when shipped in smaller lots, 
the average rate, from 
Milwaukee to.. 


Rhinclandcr is 47.11 cents, while for like 
services in Illinois the average rate is 
30.24 cents, nn excess for Wisconsin of 
55.78 per cent. On this basis a specific 
shipment that will cost $10 in Illinois 
would coat $15.57 in Wisconsin."

Prove God-Send to Farmers. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 17.—Cloudy skies 


with a slightly warmer temperature pre- 
vented frost damage in eastern Nebras- 
ka last night. The temperature at 7"
